Richard-Muleahy, head of the Irish 
free state forces and his aides were 
attacked by a mob here tonight, 
when they emerged from Pier No. 
4,, at Hoboken, New Jersey, after 
their arrival on the Steamer Roose- 
velt. 

As the mob which numbered more 
than 100 persons composed of Amer- 
ican sympathisers with the Irish 
Republican move attacked the general 
and his aides, police were rushed to 
the sétene.

The party was met by the mob 
which bombarded them with eggs 
and other missiles.

At the inquest conducted by Cor- , 
orner C. F. Donnelly at Concord last i 
night, it was brought out that Walter 
Hansen of Concord, was killed in a 
motorcycle-automobile accident due 
to his own negligence. Hansen was a 
injured on September 8, when the 
metorcycle on which he was ridjng 
crashed into’ an automobile at a 
street crossing in Concord.
